Among those at the luncheon 
was Coach Ralph (Shug) Jordan 
’"32—for the first time in 25 
years. When Auburn honored 
Coach Jordan in that same 
room back in May, one of the 
people to whom he said a special 
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The School of Arts and Sciences has launched a $1 million 
fund drive to support Auburn’s health professions programs. 
Dean Edward H. Hobbs of Arts and Sciences says there are 


2,000 Auburn students enrolled 
in professional programs “who 
will have a tangible impact on 
the health care of the people of 
Alabama and the Southeast.” 
The programs include pre 
professional studies in 
medicine, dentistry, and phar- 
macy as well as programs in 
biochemistry, speech pathology 
and audiology, clinical psy- 
chology, and _ medical 
technology. 


$200,000 for 
Scholarships 


Of the $1 million sought, 
$200,000 will be used for an en- 
dowed scholarship fund, with 
the other money used for equip- 
ment in several departments 
which relate to health studies. 
The Department of Chemistry, 
considered the backbone of the 
health care education program 
at Auburn because most 
students who will eventually be 
in health professions must have 
a chemistry background, will 
receive $250,000 for special 
laboratory equipment. The 
Physics Department will receive 
$100,000; Medical and 
Laboratory Technology, $200,- 
000; Community-Clinical Psy- 
chology, $150,000; and Speech 
Pathology and Audiology, 
$100,000. 

Although most Auburn pre 
dentistry and _ pre-medicine 
graduates continue their 
professional education in 
Alabama, Auburn graduates 
have been accepted at outstan- 
ding medical and dental schools 
in other areas of the country: 
Johns Hopkins, UCLA, Baylor, 
Tufts, Tulane, Duke, Vander- 
bilt, Emory, Florida, Miami, 
LSU, Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and others. 

As the health professional 


student who plans to go to 
medical or dental school 
progresses through his un- 
dergraduate studies, the chair- 
man of the Pre- Professional Ad- 
visory Committee counsels him 
individually. Composed of 
qualified faculty, the Committee 
makes comprehensive 
recommendations for each stu- 
dent to the professional schools 
of his or her choice. Some 58 per- 
cent of Auburn students who 
apply through the Committee 
for admission to medical, den- 
tal, and optometry schools are 
accepted, 
national average of 33 percent. 
(More than 400 Auburn alumni 


are now practicing dentists and | 


physicians.) 

In addition, .a Health 
Professions Advisory Council, 
made up of practicing 
physicians, dentists, clinical 
psychologists, medical 
technologists, biochemists, 
speech and hearing therapists, 
and hospital administrators, 
regularly studies Auburn’s 
health care programs and 


makes recommendations for

The Department of Chemistry 
serves all the professional and 
pre-professional curricula—pre- 


dental, pre-medical, pre- 
physical therapy, pre- 
optometry, etc.,—which all re 
quire a substantial amount of 
work in chemistry. A major part 
of the Chemistry Department’s 
program is related to the educa- 
tion of health care students. To 
foster excellence in this area, 
$250,000 of the development 
fund is allocated to chemistry. It 
will provide expensive’ equip- 
ment such as a Mass Spec- 
trometer Data System for drug 
identification (cost: $68,000) 
and a Standard Taper Ap- 
paratus for the organic 
chemistry teaching laboratory 
($30,000) as well as other needed 
equipment. 

Physics courses are essential

member of the Auburn Board of 
Trustees, took the opportunity 
to expand on his tribute to his 
friend and colleague. 


‘Brought Auburn 
People Together’ 


According to Coach Jordan, 
“Auburn had not definitely 
made up its mind to have a real 
Alumni Association,” before 
Mr. Sarver was hired in 1951. 
“But Joe, with his marvelous 
personality, his perseverance, 
his dedication to Auburn, and 
his hard work, brought Auburn 
people together.” 

Following Coach Jordan’s 
comments, President Philpott 
presented Mr. Sarver with a cer- 
tificate naming him executive 
secretary emeritus. Speaking on 
behalf of the University 
students and staff, he said, “We 
are deeply grateful and most ap- 
preciative of the magnificent job 
which you have done.” 

Next, Dr. Lloyd Nix ’59, presi- 
dent of the Auburn Alumni 
Association, gave Mr. Sarver 
the keys to a new car and a cash 
gift on behalf of the Auburn 
alumni. 

Role in Auburn’s 
Progress 


The occasion of Mr. Sarver’s 
retirement has been a stimulus 
for many people with love and 
concern for Auburn to think 
back over the past 25 years and 
consider how far Auburn has 
come and what role Mr. Sarver 
and, through his efforts, the 
Auburn Alumni Association 
has played in that progress. 
Former staff members, present 
and former members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and former 
presidents of the Alumni 
Association are among those 
people expressing feelings 
quoted below. Many of them 
have known the Alumni 
Association from the time it was 
a one-room operation in the Tex- 
tile Building—as it was in 
1951—and can date Mr. Sarver’s 
pioneering of many ideas that 
are now taken for granted in 
alumni work both at Auburn 
and elsewhere. 

The consensus is that Mr. 
Sarver had a conception of what 
a university is all about, one 
that he could explain to the 
man-on-the-street, taking one 
man’s interest here and another 
man’s there and welding them 
into a unit that resulted in 
progress for Auburn. 

In recounting Mr. Sarver’s 
talents, one man said, ““He could 
tell the man-on-the-street why 
we had to have academic 
freedom, and then he could come 
back and tell the professors why 
academic freedom was not 
license. This ability has proven 
invaluable to Auburn.” 

Those who knew Mr. Sarver 
well knew that he had plans for 
a University-wide development 
fund—devoted to gaining alum- 
ni support for a library, both 
building and books, and equip- 
ment for many areas—long 
before the loss of accreditation 
in engineering in late 1957 
brought about the Engineering 
Emergency Fund Drive in

president, I think it is fair tosay 
that Joe was, in effect, vice 
president without title for the 
legislative program and for 
development as well as alumni 
relations.” And early in his 
work with the legislature, Mr. 
Sarver enlisted alumni aid to 
take Auburn’s case to the 
legislature to secure increased 
allocations from the State. 

The Engineering Emergency 
Fund was the first big fund- 
raising undertaking for the 
Alumni Association, and many 
people believe that it would be 
hard to overestimate the 
significance of that success in 
Auburn’s history, for it even- 
tually led to the Development 
Program—library books, scien- 
tific equipment, and the Nuclear 
Science Center.... 

The Engineering Emergency 
Fund set out to raise $250,000 
and raised $500,000. Those add- 
itional funds, according to a 
man who worked with the Fund, 
“gave Auburn enough leverage 
to get- equipment and hire 
highly-qualified personnel. And 
that support—the evidence that 
the Alumni Association could 
generate that much support— 
helped bring to Auburn [Dean 
Fred H.] Pumphrey and others 
like him. First-class men were 
not likely to jump into this situa- 
tion [a national football cham- 
pionship announced one day, 
and the loss of accreditation in 
engineering because of inade- 
quate faculty and equipment the 
next] if they didn’t see evidence 
of continuing support.” 

In 1960 Mr. Sarver officially 
donned a second hat and titleas 
director of development and es- 
tablished the Auburn Uni- 
versity Foundation and the 
Auburn Development Program. 
He promptly set out to raise 
$2,750,000—three-quarters of a 
million for library books, 
another three-quarters of a 
million for scientific equipment, 
and the rest for a nuclear science 
center. 

By the time the Development 
Program began, his enlistment 
of alumni support for the 
legislative effort had been 
successful enough that the

legislature had provided money 
for much-needed buildings on 
the Auburn campus such as the 
library and the physics, 
chemistry, and mathematics 
complex. 

Out of the Development effort 
came Auburn’s Annual Giving 
Program, established in 1965. 
Initially the Annual Giving 
Program was to provide salary 
supplements to keep Auburn 
salaries competitive and thus 
keep outstanding teachers at 
Auburn. It has gone on to 
provide funds for other areas of 
Auburn need, including a $1.- 
000,000 student loan fund. 

Commenting on Mr. Sarver’s 
ability to attract alumni 
support—both in money and in 
energy—an alumnus said, “The 
man’s a natural when it comes 
to personal relationships. He 
was able to enlist people to leave 
their jobs, their homes and 
families, and spend time on 
alumni activity.” 

Others agree. “Part and 
parcel of his success is his abili- 
ty to attract people to leadership 
roles in the Alumni Association. 
Men like Kelly Mosley, for in- 
stance, for president of the 
Alumni Association and for 
work on the Executive Com- 
mittee. And no matter how ex- 
cellent the men were, they 
couldn’t have performed well if 
they hadn’t had a first-class ex- 
ecutive secretary. It was a 
mutually reinforcing situation 
from which Auburn received the 
benefit.” 


‘Never got his 
Priorities 
Mixed’ 


Another alumnus perhaps 
summed up Mr. Sarver’s role at 
Auburn: “Joe knew the value of 
supporting athletics and Shug, 
but he also knew the importance 
of academics, and he never let 
his priorities get mixed up. He 
had a vision of what Auburn 
could be, and he had to find the 
Opportunities to convince 
others. He had the initial in- 
sight of what one could do here, 
and then he pulled together the 
resources to do it.”

Seek Vet Dean, Three Department Heads 


The search is on for a new dean of the School of Veterinary 
Medicine and for heads of three Auburn departments. Dean 
James E. Greene ’33 of the School of Veterinary Medicine has 


announced that he will retire on 
Sept. 1,1977. Dr. Malcolm C. Mc- 
Millan of the History Depart- 
ment will relinquish his duties 
as the head of that department, 
effective the same date. A com- 
mittee is currently looking for a 
replacement for Dr. Donald M. 
Vestal, who has returned to 
classroom teaching from the 
headship of the Department of 
Mechanical Engineering. In the 
meantime Dr. Billie J. Fluker is 
acting head of that department. 
A search committee is also look- 
ing for a successor for Dr. L.P. 
Burton, head of the Math 
Department, who will return to 
teaching and research on July 1, 
1977. 

Dean Greene first joined the 
School of Veterinary Medicine 
in 1937. After leaving the facul- 
ty to serve during World War II, 
he spent a short while in private 
practice before returning to the 
faculty as head of the large and 
small animal clinics. He became 
dean of the school in 1958. Dur- 
ing his administration the new 
veterinary complex at Auburn 
was developed and the school’s 
faculty tripled. 

Dr. McMillan, who holds the 
chair as Hollifield Professor of 
History as well as being depart- 
ment head, has been with the 
Auburn history faculty since 
1948. He became head in 1964. 
Dean Edward H. Hobbs of Arts 
and Sciences cited Dr. McMillan 
for bringing “both professional 
and personal distinction to the 
Department of History during 
three decades of service.” Dr. 
McMillan is editor of The 
Alabama Review, a member of 
the Alabama Constitutional 
Revision Commission, and 
author of several scholarly 
works. Last year he was selected 
by the Graduate School for the 
first Distinguished Graduate 
Faculty Lectureship sponsored 
by the Alumni Association. 

Dr. Vestal had been head of 
the Department of Mechanical 
Engineering for 17 years before 
returning to teaching and 
research on November 1. 

Dr. Burton has headed the 
Math Department since July 1, 
1966. In referring to Dr. Bur- 
ton’s accomplishments in that 
area, Dean Edward Hobbs said, 
“He has given excellent 
leadership to the department 
over those years and has put the 
Auburn Mathematics Depart- 
ment in the forefront of similar 
departments in the South. We 
are also proud of the fact that 
Auburn’s Department of 
Mathematics is achieving 
Significant stature nationally 
and even internationally.”

Philpott Prexy—Auburn

English Poet—Stephen 
Spender, sometimes called the 
Dean of English Poets, came to 
Auburn on Nov. 3 to visit with 
students and give a reading of 
his own poems. An 
internationally-known poet, es- 
sayist, and critic, Mr. Spender 
was one of a famous group of 
poets at Oxford in the Thirties 
and has been a close friend of 
T.S. Eliot, W.H. Auden, Louis 
MacNeice, and C. Day Lewis, 
among others. He recently 
published a biography of T.S. 
Eliot and is completing a collec- 
tion of articles on Auden.

China Expert—Speaking on 
the current situation in China, 
Dr. John K. Fairbank, a leading 
authority on Chinese politics 
and history, said that Mao’s in- 
dustrial revolution was running 
into too much bureaucracy and 
the party needed to be purged 
without being destroyed. 
“Throwing the radicals out 
represents the changing class 
structure in China attacking the 
rules system to make it more 
egalitarian. But you change peo- 
ple by persuasion, you don’t kill 
or you’re asking for disaster.” 
He indicated that he believes 
that Mao’s widow and the other 
three leaders recently ousted in 
China are only in political dis- 
grace and confinement. Dr. 
Fairbank, director of the East 
Asian Research Center at Har- 


vard, said the Chinese still live - 


under the moral orthodoxy of 
Confucious: “The content may 
change, but they are still told 
what to do. There is a ruling 
class and a common class. A 
new ruling class is appearing.” 
He has written three books on 
China, the most recent being 
China Perceived: Images and 
Policies in Chinese-American 
Relations, published in 1974.

Pathologist—Dr. Marc 
Vandevelde, pathologist in the 
School of Veterinary Medicine, 
has been elected an associate 
member of the American 
Association of Neuro- 
pathologists. The organization 
is made up of medical doctors 
who have attained distinction 
as neuropathologists in human 
medicine. Dr. Vandevelde, who 
came to Auburn in 1974 from the 
University of Bern, 
Switzerland, is an assistant 
professor on a joint appoint- 
ment in the Department of 
Small Animal Surgery and 
Medicine and the Department of 
Pathology.

Cannot Afford Pes- 
simism—Canadian Historian 
Walter Klaassen, speaking at 
Auburn in November, said, “We 
cannot afford pessimism. 


Pessimism acts as a self. 
fulfilling prophecy. We must put 
our creative imaginations to 
work to create new models of the 
future to lead us ahead. We are 
the beneficiaries of the 
Utopianism of our ancestors.” 
He said that scientists should 
join humanists to provide a 
healthy global vision, and that 
would “demand ingenuity never 
called on before.” Dr. Klassen 
also said, “Liberty must be 
balanced with control; in- 
dividuals with institutions and 
personal well-being with the 
common good.” He stressed 
“human justice, the Christian 
order, and confidence in human 


beings.”

Industrial Design—Three 
Auburn students have received 
awards for their abilities in in- 
dustrial design. David Dowrick 
of West Chester, Ohio, received 
a $600 scholarship from the 
Aluminum Industry of America 
for outstanding scholastic abili- 
ty in the design of consumer 
products. James E. Goetz of 
Mobile, a junior, received the 
$500 Allen Tilden scholarship 
for high scholastic standing. 
Derrell Young, a senior from 
Ocilla, Ga., received the student 
merit award from the Industrial 
Designers Society of Americaas 
one of the most promising 
students in the field.

Manpower—An Auburn 
professor and two alumni were 
part of a team which developed 
a comprehensive plan for scien- 
tific manpower development 
which was presented to Con- 
gress in September. Dr. R.L 
Vachon ’58, professor of 
mechanical engineering, and 
Dr. Jeffrey Morehouse ’76 and 
Dr. Roger Crane ’73 were part of 
a team working for the 
American Society for Engineer- 
ing Education under a contract 
from the federal Energy 
Research and Development Ad- 
ministration. “We looked at 
programs of all types to develop 
the qualified manpower that 
will be needed to solve the 
energy problem,” Dr. Vachon 
said. The manpower plan in- 
cludes all phases of energy 
problems except nuclear 
technology. “This means solar 
power, geothermal power, coal 
liquefication, and gassification 
programs, and any of the other 
somewhat newer energy fields,” 
according to Dr. Vachon.

Killing Ourselves—Dr. 
David Cundiff says Americans 
are killing themselves with in- 
activity, resulting in heart 
problems: “We’re building these 
condominiums where the yard 
doesn’t have to be mowed and 
the owner is forced to do virtual- 
ly nothing. You go into your 
house, lock your doors, draw 
your shades, and stay put forthe 
night.” He says the key to rever- 
sing this no-exercise trend is to 
provide the opportunities for ex- 
ercise, such as bike lanes and 
jogging paths. “If the facilities 
are accessible then I think we 
will see Americans making use 
of them. Try to run or jog on the 
street and you'll probably get 
run over.” Dr. Cundiff says that 
heart disease doesn’t just 
suddenly crop up in old age but 
is a progressive disease that 
begins in early youth. “Heart 
disease is a cradle to the grave 
problem. What you do at 15 pret- 


ty well establishes a pattern 


that will be followed the rest of 
your life, including eating and 
exercise habits.” Dr. Cundiff 
spoke at Auburn on a 
Southeastern tour for the 
American College of Sports 
Medicine.

Enrollment—Final enroll- 
ment figures for fall quarter 
show a 2.6 percent increase over 
last fall. The 17, 523 enrollment 
includes a 3.2 percent increase 
in undergraduate enrollment 
and a 0.6 percent decrease in 
graduate enrollment. Schools 
showing an increase include: 
Agriculture, up 10.1 percent; 
Arts and Sciences, up .04 per- 
cent; Business, up 10.8 percent;

Two years ago I devoted this column to a 
tribute to Joseph B. Sarver, Jr., "37, executive 
secretary of the Auburn Alumni Association and 
director of Auburn University 
Development. On November 1, 
1976, Mr. Sarver retired after 
twenty-five years at a post in 
which he performed the 
equivalent of more than a cen- 
tury of outstanding service to 
his alma mater. 

When Mr. Sarver first 
became alumni executive 
secretary in April, 1951, the 
Auburn Alumni Association was a lively but 
amateurish fledgling, and our alma mater was 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute both in nameand 
fact. Today, the Auburn Alumni Association has 
been of age so long and our alma mater has been 
Auburn University so long that we find it dif- 
- ficult to reconstruct an image of them as they 
were in 1951. 


In that tribute two years ago, I attempted to 
suggest the central role that Joseph B. Sarver, 
Jr., has played in Auburn University’s matura- 
tion. During recent weeks, more eloquent 
statements by notable alumni and ad- 
ministrators have come close to paying the honor 
due this gentlemanly, highly intelligent, and 

- passionately devoted son of Auburn. 


Of those recent statements, none presents the 
facts more lucidly, coherently, fluently, or ac- 
curately than that of Neil O. Davis ’35 which 
appears elsewhere in this issue. Yet after Neil’s 
and all those other tributes, something remains 
to be said, and something will remain after Ihave 
finished this attempt, for the qualities of a 
stalwart living human resist compression into 
the limited lines down one side of a very finite 


page. 


Perhaps Joe Sarver’s greatest legacy to 
Auburn resides in the very fact that heremains so 
resistent to packaging in an age of image 
making, pigeonholing, and computerizing. Of 


course, some time-worn but still significant. 


epithets apply. If one wished to prepare a set of 
stereotypes to portray a Southern gentleman of 
the old school living in the twentieth century, he 
could not, I think, find a better model than Joe 
Sarver: a man fiercely devoted to principle, tradi- 
tion, culture, courtesy, and family. 


Yet Joe managed the paradoxical feat of ser- 
ving Auburn effectively during years of turmoil 
and radical change without compromising those 
ancient virtues, and without ever losing com- 
pletely his sense of humor under the most trying 
circumstances— How in heaven’s name could the 
most accomplished artist portray this complex 
man without omitting at least that impish quirk 
at the corner of his mouth and humorous flash in 
his eye that dispelled tensions clinging thick as 
urban pollution. 


Something remains to be said, and it will only 
be said if Auburn remains true to those ancient 
virtues and at the same time continues to meet 
the challenges of the future according to the 
patterns set by Joseph B. Sarver, Jr., and similar 
dedicated colleagues and predecessors who have 
brought it thus far so well. 


The Gospel According to Noah (Webster)

One of my favorite things in Time’s special 
Bicentennial Issue is the section about Noah 
Webster. 

In case you still haven’t gotten your copy of this 
special issue, it is done in typical Time style, sec- 
tion by section. The date on the issue is 
September 26, 1789. The editors picked that par- 
ticular date, they say in the preface, because, by 
then, things had more or less settled down after 
the war, and “the Declaration of Independence 
finally came to full fruition through the birth of a 
truly national government.” A political system 
that provided for the election of a president, a 
national trade policy, a national judiciary, a Bill 
of Rights .. . all came in 1789. 

And in that year, a 30-year old, red-haired, 
Swaggering (according to Time) 
schoolmaster/writer/singing teacher/etc., 
named Noah Webster published his “American 
Spelling Book.” 

According to the Time piece, one of Webster’s 
main reasons for publishing this forerunner to 
his full-fledged dictionary (this book was only 144 
pages) was his belief that Americans should 
develop their own language and “be as indepen- 
dent in literature as she is in politics...” 

Then there’s a special box about current (then) 
pronunciations of various words and the con- 
troversies about those pronunciations. 

And that brings about some agonizing reap- 
praisals of some usages and misusages among 
the folks back home. It also shows that the 
authoritative pronouncements of even the master 
himself sometimes eventually lose their power. 

Some for-instances: 

When we were squirts, we’d snicker when we’d

Thomas Paine once wrote, 
“Ideals are like stars; you will not succeed in 
touching them with your hands, but like the sea- 
faring man on the desert of waters, you choose 
them as your guides, and following them you 
reach your destiny.” We are glad of the stars Joe 
saw as his goals for the betterment of Auburn. In- 
deed, he charted them well. In his tenure, no one 
can deny that it has been a job well done. We wish 
for him a most serene and joyful retirement. 


hear the old, country folks say “heerd” for 
“heard” and “deef” for “deaf.”’ Remember? 

Well, by cracky, according to Noah Webster, 
who, after all, was supposed to know something 
about the subject, they were right and we smart 
alecks were wrong. 

The pronunciation of “heard” as “herd” was, 
he said, an affectation, an imitation of the British 
way of doing it. Webster said that Americans 
should go back to pronouncing the word as they 
had before “heerd.” After all, he said, “fear’’ is 
pronounced “feer,” so “hear” and its past tense 
should be long-E-ed, too. 

Same with “deaf.” Webster wrote, rather 
harshly, that to pronounce that word “def” was a 
corruption, again a copy of the English way of 
saying it. 

“Leaf” and “sheaf” were pronounced “leef” 
and “sheef,” he said, so it followed that “deaf” 
should be pronounced “deef”’. In other words, the 
way most Americans were pronouncing it 
already was the right way and nothing to be 
ashamed of, even though some of the fancy-pants 
big city folks were putting on airs by saying 
“def.’’ 

I remember our seventh grade teacher. She 
though it quite amusing that words like “poke” 
(for a paper sack) and “tote” (for “carry’’) were 
still in common usage in our area. She obviously 
didn’t know that we were carrying on in their 
original forms words that had come intact 
through English from Old French. 

The poor child thought we were wrong. Oh 
well, it’s hard to get good help these days. 

Webster had no way of knowing that a terrify- 
ing influential thing called television would 
make huge strides toward accomplishing his an- 
nounced goals, the abolishing of regional 
variations of speech, and the establishing of 
standard pronunciations of words all over the 
country. 

Time points out that since Webster had not 
traveled far from Hartford, he used the Con- 
neticut accent as his standard. Radio and TV 
have established the Midwest manner of speak- 
ing as the present standard. As somebody men- 
tioned the other day, speech style-setters 
Chancellor, Cronkite, and Reasoner were all born 
within 400 miles of each other—in the Midwest. 

And the Midwest accent—or lack of accent—is 
a pleasant one. But the more I think about it the 
less sure I am that total standardization is 
desirable. 

I'd miss hearing one of the good old Southern 
(there are many) accents once in a while, or the 
unique sounds of New Englanders, or even, very 
occasionally, the harsh big city gratings of 
Brooklynites and Newarkers.

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For the Record

Joe Sarver has retired after serving his alma 
mater 25 years as alumni secretary and 16 years 
as director of development. 

At most universities this would signify money 
raising and goodwill building. It did at Auburn. 
But in Sarver’s case it meant considerably more, 

It is true that Sarver rallied the alumni troops 
and built the paid membership from 1,280 in 1951 
to 26,010 in 1976. 

It is true that under his leadership annual giv- 
ing increased from $168,715 to $521,813. 

It also is true that gifts that came through the 
development program over a 15-year period 
totaled approximately $3,355,000. 

But Sarver made other contributions to Auburn 
that do not show in the statistics. These need to be 
enumerated for the record. 

When Sarver joined the Auburn staff the Uni- 
versity’s state appropriation was only $3,100,875. 
(Today it is 13 times that). The more important 
fact was the disparity in allocation of state funds 
between Auburn and University of Alabama. 
Together with the late President Ralph B. 
Draughon and then-Vice President David Mul- 
lins, Sarver set out assiduously to erase the dis- 
parity and to elevate the state’s appropriation to 
higher education generally. Those were the days 
before the establishment of the Office of Uni- 
versity Relations. Sarver performed the 
legislative relations role in addition to his duties 
as alumni director. His effective work with the 
legislature contributed significantly to Auburn’s 
gaining equality of appropriations treatment 
and to higher education’s increased legislative 
support. 

When Ralph (Shug) Jordan arrived in 1951 as 
head football coach, alumni support for the foot- 
ball program was at a low ebb. It had been drain- 
ed by a succession of disastrous season won-lost 
records. Sarver set as a high priority the 
renaissance of alumni interest. He and Jeff 
Beard, then director of athletics, and Jordan 
launched an intensive effort to visit with alumni 
in every county in Alabama and in many citiesin 
the South and the nation. Literally hundreds 
upon hundreds of meetings were arranged by 
Sarver. 

In the words of Coach Jordan, Sarver caused 
him to eat “so much half-cooked barbecued 
chicken that I hate to look a chicken in the face to- 
day.” The effort paid off. And at least a portion of 
Auburn’s success in coming back from the foot- 
ball doldrums had to be due to Sarver’s effective 
organizing and tubthumping among the alumni. 

Finally, among the unnoted contributions to 
Auburn University and its family of alumnisons 
and daughters is the high quality of The Auburn 
Alumnews. Not that Joe Sarver wrote for or 
edited any copy for that sterling publication. He 
made an even more important contribution. He 
Save Kaye Lovvorn, Jerry Roden, Fowler 
Dugger, and other editors the editorial freedom 
that has made The Alumnews one of the nation’s 
better alumni papers. Censorship has not beenin 
the vocabulary or experience of The Alumnews. 

Sarver’s philosophical bent has not always 
been compatible with attitudes expressed in the 
publication. As a matter of fact, there have been 
times when he probably would just as soon have 
not had to defend some pieces that appeared. He 
endeared himself to a succession of newspaper 
Persons who worked for The Alumnews for his 
tolerance of sometimes unpopular views and his 
Support of the publication’s right to free expres- 
sion. 

To the last day Joe Sarver worked this

for pre-professional students, 
and physics is a popular major 
for pre-medical, pre-dental, and 
pre-pharmacy students. 
Because of the continuing ad- 
vances in the field, updating 
equipment is. constantly 
necessary, particularly in 
courses related directly to 
health care education. The 
$100,000 for physics will provide 
$17,700 to update the physics 
laboratory for pre-medical 
students, $16,500 for apparatus 
to study basic X-ray 
phenomena, and $16,000 for 
equipment for advanced studies 
of laser operation, as well as 
other needed equipment. 


Tests Lead to 
Disease Diagnosis 


Presently 164 men and 
women are working toward a 
degree in laboratory technology 
and will have careers conduc- 
ting fact-finding tests that lead 
to the diagnosis of diseases. 
Many will work in community 
and other hospitals, as health 
officers, bacteriologists, or 
research workers. Currently 98 
percent of Auburn’s lab tech 
graduates pass the National 
Certifying Examination on 
their first attempt. Virtually all 
score above the national 
average. Major equipment to be 
funded through the $200,000 
earmarked for Medical and 
Laboratory Technology in- 
cludes an Abbott Bichromatic 
Analyzer ($28,000), pH/Blood 
Gas Analyzer ($15,000), 
Beckman Glucose Bun 
Analyzer ($15,000), and more 
than 40 other items of scientifi 
equipment. | 

The Psychology Department 
at Auburn can see a student 
from his bachelor’s through a 
doctoral degree. Current 
Auburn psycology graduates 
are playing leading roles in 
mental health care for the peo- 
ple of Alabama particularly in 
community mental health 
centers. Competition for admis- 


sion to the graduate program is 
very keen. Out of 300 applicants 
to the doctoral program only the 
top 15 were accepted, and the 
majority of graduate students 
publish in psychological jour- 
nals prior to graduation. Add- 
itional treatment, research, and 
instructional equipment is es- 
sential to the Clinical Psy- 
chology studies at Auburn. The 
$150,000 alloted to this area will 
buy such items as a mobile unit 
for training and research at off. 
campus locations ($42,000), 
Neuro-psychological evaluation 
equipment for training and 
research in areas of organic 
brain damage ($30,000), and 
telemetry units for training and 
research in family and child 
therapy ($15,000). 

Auburn’s Speech Pathology 
and Audiology Program has a 
current enrollment of 240 
students, with 33 of them work- 
ing toward the master’s. Itis one 
of six fully-accredited speech 
and hearing programs in the 
Southeast. Graduates work as 
clinicians in public schools and 
at communications disorders 
centers through the country. 
During the past five years 
Auburn has awarded 274 un- 
dergraduate and 52 master’s 
degrees in the area. All but one 
graduate passed the National 
Accreditation Written Ex- 
amination. In addition to train- 
ing professionals, the program’s 
clinics and laboratories are a 
teaching and research center for 
speech, language, and hearing 
disorders. Handicapped persons 
receive direct assistance 
through diagnostic and 
therapeutic services at the main 
campus clinic and at satellite 
clinics in Dothan, Montgomery, 
and Tuskegee. Equipment to be 
funded through the Health 
Professions Development Fund 
includes a Grason-Stradler 
Evoked Response System ($17,- 
000), an audiometer calibrator 
($4,250), and a feedback 
myograph and chart recorder 
($1,500).

Began in 1885 


The pharmacy program 
began at Auburn more than 
ninety years ago in 1885. 


Solomon L. Coleman, class of 


"95, received the first degree in 
pharmacy, taking courses in the 
Old Music Building (then the 
chemistry building). The new 
building is the fifth home for the 
study of pharmacy on campus. 
First, pharmacy classes were 
located in the music building, 
later in Ross Hall (where 
Auburn students got free 
prescriptions), then in tem- 
porary buildings following WW 
II, and eventually in Miller Hall,

next door to the new $4.7 million 
facility. 

The new building is designed 
primarily for undergraduate 
teaching, but it also houses 
several labs and offices for the 
school’s expanding graduate 
and research programs. It con- 
tains the most sophisticated 
learning resources center on 
campus with facilities for auto- 
tutorial and self-paced instruc- 
tion, and a drug information 
center whose resources are 
available to pharmacists all 
over Alabama via the telephone 
24 hours a day. 

When Auburn’s first phar- 
macy graduate Mr. Coleman 
received his degree he had 
qualified for it by compounding 
200 pharmaceutical pre- 
parations, filling 50 prescrip- 
tions, and recognizing (by 
physical and .chemical proper- 
ties) more than 250 drugs, and 
then giving the Latin and com- 
mon names, origin, habitat, con- 
stitutions, medicinal action, 
and dose of each. 

Today’s students will be 
learning some of the same 
things that Mr. Coleman did, 
but the number of drugs and 
their usages have changed a 
great deal since the first Auburn 
pharmacist graduated in 1895, 
or even since Auburn phar- 
macists graduated in 1965. 
Today’s students will still be 
manufacturing drugs but it will 
be with the machinery in a high- 
ly sophisticated laboratory 
rather than with mortar and 
pestle. 


Role of Pharmacist 
Changed 


The role of the Alabama phar- 
macist has undergone a quiet 
revolution during the past ten 
years, both at the drug counter 
where prescriptions are dispens- 
ed and in the training and 


technological advances that 
most people don’t know about. 
As recently as ten years ago, 
Dean Cooper says, a pharmacist 
would often fill a prescription by 
compounding the required 
medication and placing it in 
capsules. Today, the same 
medication comes from a 
supplier who makes millions of 
doses and the pharmacist simp- 
ly counts out the number of pills 
prescribed by the doctor. 

However, Dean Cooper is 
quick to point out that the role of 
today’s pharmacist is not that of 
a clerk. Instead he says the 
modern pharmacist is an expert 
in drug therapy, trained and 
motivated to protect the health 
of his clients. “We expect our 
graduates to protect their 
customers by advising them of 
possible side effects of drug in- 
teraction or of dangers posed by 
careless administration of po- 
tent drugs. 


Advise Patients 
About Drugs 


“The pharmacist is the most 
visible member of the health 
profession team,” Dean Cooper 
explained. “We want our 
graduates to be able to work 
more closely with doctors, and 
to be better able to advise 
patients regarding drugs which 
are prescribed.” 

To make sure that Auburn’s 
pharmacy graduates know as 
much as possible about drugs, 
they will be familiar with com- 
puting, analyzing, and testing 
equipment, according to Dean 
Cooper. “The instruments and 
computers now being installed 
are rarely seen outside the 
laboratories of the largest phar- 
maceutical companies, simply 
because they are too expensive 
for colleges and universities to 
buy. 

“We’ve been able to purchase 
these sophisticated research 
tools only through the dedica-

tion of our pharmacy alumni, 
who have contributed nearly $1 
million to the school’s develop- 
ment drive.” 


Help from Pharmacy 
Alumni 


The Pharmacy Development 
Drive’s goal of $900,000 was 
split between research equip- 
ment and instructional aids, 
with about 50 percent of the 
money earmarked for what is 
the University’s most up-to-date 
audio-visual system. All 
laboratories, seminar rooms, 
and classrooms are equipped 
with multiple 25-inch television 
monitors which are programm- 
ed from a central control room. 
The auditorium, which has the 
best acoustics on the Auburn 
campus, has two 72-inch televi- 
sion projectors. Professors in six 
classrooms can have their 
students watching different 
television instructional courses 
at the same time. Advantages of 
the system are that professors 
can display critical lab 
procedures in minute detail 
before an entire class, with 
everyone being able to see. 
Programs can also be carried on 
the monitors live, originating 
from a studio on the building’s 
first floor. The live programs 
can be taped for later use. 

Students and practicing phar- 
macists can also view taped 
programs at their own con- 
venience in the Learning 
Resources Center which con- 
tains both audio and television 
equipped study carrels. 

With Alabama pharmacists 
now required by law to continue 
their education beyond the 
classroom, Dean Cooper ex- 
plains that the School of Phar- 


macy is going to them, with con- 
tinuing education programs 
scheduled throughout the state. 
And of course some of them wil] 
be coming to campus too, to use 
the new facilities of the phar- 
macy building and for seminars 
such as the one held the day 
before the dedication. 

At the Fall Pharmacy 
Seminar state pharmacists 
heard eight speakers, including 
Willard B. Simmons, executive 
secretary of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists; 
J. Richard Crout, director of the 
Bureau of Drugs of the Food and 
Drug Administration: and §S. 
John Byington, chairman ofthe 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 

Mr. Simmons discussed the 
competition problems the 
hometown comer drugstore 
faces with the expansion of 
national chain drugstores, say- 
ing that the only way for the 
neighborhood druggist to sur- 
vive is to “step out from behind 
the counter and provide a new 
type of professional service to 
the customer or patient. The 
pharmacist at the local 
drugstore needs to serve in 
almost a counselor style role, He 
needs to be able to provide the 
customer with information per- 
tinent to the drug he is being 
prescribed, tell him of possible 
reactions, and provide personal 
counseling.” 

Mr. Byington went even 
further in discussing the role of 
the pharmacist in health care 
saying, “I believe that prescrip- 
tions in the future ought to be 
nothing more than a diagnosis 
and that all the drug selection 
ought to be by the pharmacist. 
He knows more about drug 
therapy than anyone else.”

However, it has been 
the Book Exchange which has 
aided the most students since 
opening its doors March 18, 
1951, in temporary building 2-B, 
now the site of the Ralph Brown 
Draughon Library. 


Book Exchange 


Since beginning service to 
students who were faced with 
rising book costs, the book ex- 
change has moved around cam- 
pus as Auburn experienced 
growing pains. Following 
various locations in temporary 
buildings, the Music Building, 
and underneath the steps of 
Langdon Hall, the book ex- 
change settled in the southeast 
corner of the “L” Building. A 
boiler room and adjacent coal 
bin provided the space for the 
Book Exchange, a student-run, 
non-profit exchange which 
helps students fight the battle of 
ever-increasing book costs. 
Students who use the book ex- 
change determine the prices 
that their books will sell for and 
challenge the commercial 
bookstores to buy and sell their 
books at more reasonable rates. 

In the 60’s, with the comple 
tion of Haley Center and Com- 
mons, student traffic turned 
away from the book exchange 
and its basement “L” Building 
location. Also the exchange 
became too small for the con- 
tinually increasing business. 
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An Alpha Phi Omega petition to 
the University requesting space 
in the new Union Building 
facility was granted and in 
December, 1973, it moved to its 
present location beneath the 
Union cafeteria.

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Oklahoma, where he was head 
of the Department of Architec- 
ture for five years. According to 
the Alumnus of November, 
1916, “He is a graduate of Cor- 
nell University and holds the 
degree of Master of Science from 
Lehigh University.” 

The Alumnus also reported 
that, “The college is boring a 
number of wells which, it is 
hoped, will greatly supplement 
the too meager water supply of 
the present. When the water 
works system was first in- 
stalled, no one dreamed of the 
huge demand which a year or 
two brought forth. Binford 
Spring, the original source, has 
proven entirely inadequate, 
although a second reservoir was 
built a year or two ago. The first 
of the two wells, which has just 
been finished, is over 500 feet 
deep in solid rock and gives a 
supply of 36 gallons per minute. 
A second is now being bored, 
and there will be still another if 
it is needed.” 

The Auburn Athletic Associa- 
tion published in the Alumnus 
its report on the football season 
of 1916 calling it, “The most 
successful in the history of the 
college from a financial stand- 
point.” Included in the profit 
column was $87.70 for the Mis- 
sissippi A & M game and $80.35 
for the Florida game and in the 
loss column was $17.55 for the 
Howard game. 

Fifty Years Ago: The Cecil 
B. DeMille film “Young April’ 
came to Auburn in November. 
Other films appearing in 
Auburn in November included: 
“The Last Edition,” with Ralph 
Lewis; “We’re in the Navy 
Now,” starring Wallace Berry 
and Raymond Hatton; and “The 
Dixie Flyer” with Cullen Landis 
and Eva Novak. 

According to the Plainsman, 
“A great deal of interest has 
been shown by students and 
other passers-by in a very in- 
teresting display in the 
student’s Supply Shop window. 
There are in the window, three 
plans and models of a college 
gymnasium and also drawing 
and plans for a combination 
church and apartment hotel and 
a creamatorium. These in- 
teresting designs are the results 
of hard work by junior and 
senior students in architecture. 
Only a few of the designs which 
were given the highest grades 
are displayed.” 


Found Neither 
_ Drinking nor 
Social Vice 


“In commenting on the splen- 
did behavior of Auburn students 
on the student special returning 
from Columbus, Ga., last Satur- 
day night,’ the Plainsman 
reported, “P.W. Hodges of the 
state department of education 
was very complimentary in a 
letter addressed to President 
Spright Dowell. Declaring he 
found neither drinking nor 
social vices so often claimed to 
be attendant upon such trips, 


the educator was gratified at the 
baselessness of these charges.” 

The Auburn Board of Trustees 
adopted on November 20, 1926, 
a resolution authorizing the 
Auburn Athletic Committee to 
negotiate the proposed resump- 
tion of athletic relations with 
the University of Alabama 
through the Athletic Committee 
of the University. 

“Meet Jim Vaughn at Moore’s 
Market,’’ the ad in the 
Plainsman read. “New electric 
meat cutter installed for the ser- 
vice and convience of our 
customers. Peacock Bacon. 
Meet us and we will meat you. 
Moore’s Market—Better 
Meats.” 

On November 17, “The Great 
Gatsby,” appeared at the Tiger. 
The film starred such greats as 
Lois Wilson, Warner Baxter, 
Neil Hamilton, and Georgia 
Hale. 

Forty Years Ago: “The 
Auburn Cavaliers, one of 
Auburn’s outstanding dance 
orchestras,’ according to the 
Plainsman, “have been selected 
to play for the three main hops 
at Montevallo this year. While 
the Cavaliers were playing for 
the mid-terms at the Marion In- 
stitute they were informed by 
wire that they were unanimous- 
ly selected by the girl’s school to 
furnish the music for their 
dances.” 

The Plainsman also reported 
that, “Kay Kyser, nationally 
famed orchestra leader, will 
bring his band here to furnish 
the music for the mid-term 
dances which are held late in 
January or during the first week 
in February. Vernon Merritt, 
chairman of the Social Com- 
mittee, signed Kyser in Chicago 
last week and made known his 
selection to the Plainsman last 
night. Kyser is now filling an 
engagement at the Trianon 
Ballroom in Chicago where he 
may be heard broadcasting over 
station WGN every night except 
Monday.

gridders; Joel Eaves of Atlanta, 
Ga., will lead the Orange and 
Blue basketeers; Sidney Scar- 
borough of Atlanta, the 
baseballers; and Wilton Kilgore 
of Wadley, the track and field 
performers. On the gridiron Joel 
Eaves, who is a letter winner in 
three sports and is Auburn’s No. 
1 all-around athlete, is a 
foremost contender for an all- 
conference end berth; Wilton 
Kilgore, who holds the 
Southeastern Conference 440 
championship and was _ un- 
defeated in his specialty on 
cinders last season, is probably 
Dixie’s finest all-around 
fullback; and Sidney Scar- 
borough is a sagacious and craf- 
ty quarterback. The sensational 
Walter Gilbert was named on 
the New York Sun first All- 
American eleven in 1935 and is 
a prominent candidate for the 
position on all the major 
mythical clubs this year.” 


In a statement on Auburn’s 
finances published in the 
November-December issue of 
the Alumnus, President Duncan 
wrote, “The Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service not only serves 
farm people with a general 
agricultural education program, 
but it is also charged with the 
responsibility of administering 
e New Deal program through 
which President Roosevelt is 
endeavoring to bring the 
farmers back to a sound basis of 
operation .... It is very impor- 
tant to remember that not one 
cent of the Federal and State 
funds set up for agricultural ex- 
tension work can be used for 
college teaching.”

Hudson Prof 
Publishes 
New Book 


Dr. W. David Lewis, Hudson 
Professor of History and 
Engineering at Auburn, is the 
author of Iron and Steel in 
America, which has recently 
been published by the Hagley 
Museum in Wilmington, Del. Dr.

Alum Saves Circus 
Elephant Herd 


Also in that December, 1941 
issue was a story on Dr. Miles 
Standish Piper ’39 of Atlanta. 
The story began, “The job of 
veterinarian with the ‘biggest 
show on earth’ is open to Dr. 
Miles Standish Piper ’39, young 
Atlanta expert who fought 
almost a one-man battle to save 
the elephant herd of the Ringl- 
ing Brothers and Barnum & 
Bailey Circus from what he 
believes was a mass murder 
committed in Atlanta. 


Arsenic Poisoning 


“Eleven of the herd of 47 
elephants died because nothing 
could save them from the enor- 
mous doses of arsenic 
mysteriously administered. But 
except for his efforts, continued 
through four days and nights, 
other members of the herd 
valued at $10,000 to $15,000 
each probably would have suc- 
cumbed. 

“As for the offer to quit Atlan- 
ta and follow the big top as per-

Twenty-Five Years Ago: 
According to the Alumnews, 
“Final plans for the Auburn- 
Alabama football game were 
made in Auburn on November 6 
when delegates from both 
schools met in their annual 
meeting to finish all joint 
arrangements. 

“A banquet was held for the 
delegates following their three- 
hour meeting in Magnolia Hall. 
President Ralph Draughon, 
Coach Ralph Jordan, and stu- 
dent body president Bill Brooks 
were among the Auburn 
representatives who welcomed 
the Capstone delegates to the 
Plains.” 

The Alumnews also reported 
that, “When Pi Kappa Alpha 
social fraternity dropped an ‘L’ 
and added a ‘P’ to rejuvenate 
their old ‘Hell Week’ into a ‘Help 
Week’, they were not only start- 
ing a constructive project but 
they may have given other 
Auburn frats ideas. 

“Instead of the usual hazing 
and accompanying treatments, 
the Pike neophytes were put to 
work repairing an Auburn 
house, whose occupants were in 
need of such help. Thirty Pike 
pledges went to work on the pro- 
ject. Visiting local business men 


and merchants, the boys were 
able to gather the necessary 
materials for remodeling and 
furnishing the house. While 
some pledges remodeled inside 
and outside of the house, others 
collected clothing for needy 
families. They collected so much 
clothing that apparel will be 
available for a number of needy 
families.” 

Among the 21 coaches and 32 
players named to the Football 
Hall of Fame in November 1951 
was Mike Donahue, Auburn 
coach from 1904 through 1922.

Auburn—Is it worth the price? 
There is no getting around the 
fact that quality public educa- 
tion, particularly at the college 
level, costs a great deal of 
money. A public university such 
as Auburn must receive very 
large sums of money from the 
legislature if it is to open its 
educational doors to large 
numbers of citizens. 

While there is no way to 
answer in absolute terms the 
question of whether or not an in- 
vestment of this magnitude is 
worthwhile, I personally feel the 
answer is a resounding, “Yes.” 
Alabama has made enormous 
progress in balancing its 
agricultural economy with 
business and industry, in im- 
proving agricultural productivi- 
ty, and in raising the standard 
of living of Alabama citizens.

As a businessman and as a 
member of Auburn’s Board of 
Trustees I firmly believe that 
Auburn is worth it.

AU Students Think So— 


College Still Worth It? 


Is college still worth it? With best-selling books upholding 
the thesis that a college education isn’t worth it any longer, 
with state surveys showing that the lifetime earning 


differential between a college 
and high school graduate is 
shrinking, with legislatures cut- 
ting back on the support for 
higher education, and college 
graduates facing the same un- 
employment problems of high 
school dropouts, some schools 
are having problems finding 
students—particularly private 
four-year schools. That problem 
hasn’t faced Auburn where 
more students still want tocome 
than the school has room for, 
but it does make one wonder 
why more 18-year-olds don’t ap- 
prentice themselves to a 
plumber, mechanic, or 
housepainter instead of starting 
on a rigorous, expensive four- 
year program of college courses. 
Sue Ann Henderson, a senior in 
journalism who is interning in 
the University News Bureau, in- 
terviewed a group of Auburn 
freshmen and found that they 
have the same job expectations 
as their predecessors—except 
many of them aren’t in 
traditional majors. 

“T feel that my college educa- 
tion will result in a better job,” 
says Harry Harden of Phenix 
City who is majoring in 
criminal justice. He did, 
however, take the job market 
into consideration before declar- 
ing a major in law enforcement. 
“T decided to get a degree in- 
stead of just going to a police 
academy so that I would havea 
better chance of getting a good 
job, maybe with the FBI.” 

Bridgett Swint of Guntersville 
feels strongly that her education 
will benefit her when she 
graduates. After all it’s hard to 
be an engineer without a college 
degree and she feels that being 
female now may be an advan- 
tage rather than a disadvantage 
in getting a good job in engineer- 


ing. 

Gayle Couch of Crossville, 
Tenn., majoring in_ special 
education, thinks that the 
choice of curriculum is very im- 
portant. “With some degrees in 
other fields, I don’t think a 
college education would get you 
a better or high-paying job. Alot 
depends on how high you want 
to go in your career and how 
much you want to better 
yourself.” 

“TI think I should go to college 
for training and to learn every 
aspect of what I’m going into,” 
says Russell Keller, an engineer- 
ing major from Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. “Some people come to 
college just for the fun of it and 


it’s not going to do them any 
good. You shouldn’t bein college 
if you don’t want to learn. I

Lively Prof Enlivens Course

“Look to this day for it is life . . . For yesterday is but a

With the words of this poem, 
Mrs. Dorothy Norman Sherling 
‘47, Schoo! of Business instruc- 
tor. finishes another quarter of 
Economics 200 and 202 classes, 
one which her students will not 
soon forget. 


Makes Sure Students 
Know Each Other 


Mrs. Sherling has a way of 
livening up a course that has a 
reputation of being boring. 
From the time she rushes into 
the room with notes in hand and 
a big smile stretched across her 
face on the first day of classes 
until the final exam, she 
promotes a relaxed atmosphere 
in her classroom which most 
students have not encountered 
before in their large classes. “I 
want you to introduce 
yourselves to three people 
around you right now and I 
want you to do this every day 
until you know everyone in this 
classroom,” Mrs. Sherling (who 
refers to herself as “Dottie’’) 
commands as she gives her first 
assignment to her classes. 

This relaxed atmosphere 
helps the students learn in three 
ways according to Mrs. Sherl- 
ing: it allows for better and more 
frequent teacher-student com- 
munication, makes students feel 
more at ease about borrowing 
notes from each other, and 
promotes the formation of study 
groups. And the students must 
like it, because when they fill out 
evaluation forms on her courses, 
the

students as her friends, not just 
faces in the classroom. “Within 
the first two weeks of class each 
quarter I try to know all my 
students by the names they use 
most often,” she says.

Study sessions are part of 
Mrs. Sherling’s teaching tech- 
nique and they also have that 
informal air that is found in the 
classroom. The most important 
session of the quarter is the final 
exam session which she holds at 
her house. “By the end of the 
quarter, students are ready to 
get out of the classroom,” says 
Mrs. Sherling, so she gives them 
the opportunity by inviting 
them to her house to study. 
Refreshments are served on the 
big, screened-in patio at the 
back of the house, and the menu 
varies from coffee and donuts to 
cokes and ice cream to toast and 
orange juice, if the session 
happens to be in the morning. 

Mrs. Sherling’s husband, 
William G. (Bill) Sherling ’47, an 
associate professor in aerospace 
engineering, shares his wife’s 
interest in students. Prof. Sherl- 
ing, who grew up in Bir- 
mingham and finished high 
school in Greenville, worked in 
his wife’s hometown of Fort 
Deposit one summer, and Monk 
Gafford ’43 introduced him to 
her a week before they started to 
school at Auburn.

The beaming face of Hope Tarrer, 2'2, smiles innocently 
from the picture cube atop Dr. Arthur Ray Tarrer’s desk. Her 
world has yet to include the problems of pollution and energy 


shortages, and one hopes that 
as a result of the work of men 
such as her father, an alumni 
assistant professor of chemical 
engineering, she will never face 
these problems, or at least will 
have suitable methods of deal- 
ing with them when her time 
comes to join the adult world. 

During the past couple of 
years, Dr. Tarrer, who 
graduated from Auburn in 1968, 
has been working toward 
economically-feasible methods 
of removing sulfur and mineral 
matter from coal in order to 
produce a clegn-burning fuel as 
an acceptable energy source for 
producing electricity. His work 
took on increased importance 
with the legislation banning 
utility companies from building 
new power facilities which re 
quire natural gas or oil to 
operate. 


Just Matter of Time 
Before Deplete 
Gas & Oil 


Speaking matter-of-factly, Dr. 
Tarrer pointed out that, “It’s 


- just a matter of time before we 


deplete the natural gas and oil 
reserves that are left on this 
planet. For the present we must 
develop our coal reserves 
because the newer forms of 
energy, such as solar, won’t be 
ready for wide-spread usage for 
several years.” 


Idea Not New 


The process of developing a 
fuel from coal is nothing new ac- 
cording to Dr. Tarrer. ““The Ger- 
mans during World War II 
produced gasoline from coal out 
of the necessity of having to 
keep their war machines mov- 
ing and their lack of readily 
available oil reserves. 
Economics took a back seat in 
the case of the Germans and it 
will soon take one for the pre 
sent generations because of the 
growing power of environmen- 
tal groups.” Dr. Tarrer explain- 
ed that, “The increasing en- 
vironmental regulations im- 
posed on utility companies are 
driving the cost of energy higher 
and higher along with 
America’s increased depen- 
dence on foreign oil. It’s truly 
amazing the power that en- 
vironmentalists wield. If they 
wanted to be obnoxious about 
the whole situation they could 
probably shut down every coal- 
operated plant in the country.” 

But that’s where. Dr. Tarrer 
and his work at Auburn comes 
in as an alternative to shutting 
down the polluting plants. Dr. 
Tarrer explained that there are 
two basic approaches to clean- 
ing up coal. “You either clean it 
up before you use it or after you 
use it.” His work has dealt main- 
ly with cleaning the coal before 
it is burned as a fuel. “The basic 
process,” he explained, “in- 
volves breaking the coal down 
into a liquid by means of a 
chemical reactor. The remain- 
ing mineral matter is then 
separated by physical means 
such as filters and screens. The 
main polluting factor in coal— 


sulfur—is then removed by add- 
ing hydrogen which reacts with 
the sulfur, producing hydrogen 
sulfide. After the hydrogen sul- 
fide is removed, the remaining 
substance is cooled to room 
temperature and reverts back 
into a solid, ready for use in coal 
burning plants.” 


Remove Sulfur Before 
Burning or After 


The second process, currently 
the most widely-used one, in- 
volves treating waste sludges 
and cleaning flue gases, a 
process which is supported by 
the National Science Founda- 
tion, Environmental Protection 
Agency, and the Bureau of 
Mines. Both processes have 
draw-backs according to Dr. 
Tarrer. 

“If something should go 
wrong at a plant treating waste 
sludges and flue gases then the 
entire process has to be shut 
down. Whereas at a plant using 
coal cleaned beforehand, if 
something goes wrong with the 
cleaning process the plant can 
continue to operate on stock- 
piled coal. It is not necessary to 
burn pollutant-free coal all the 
time, especially when weather 
conditions permit considerable 
distribution of polluting par- 
ticles. Both processes take up 
considerable amounts of land 
and in some cases the land re 
quired to clean up the coal in 
either process is larger than the 
coal-burning plant. You can 
take the pollutants out, but now 
we have a new problem of what 
to do with them once they are 
removed.” 


Sludge Ponds 


Several ways of dealing with 
the removed pollutants are now 
being experimented with across 
the nation. There is some hope 
that the waste sludge can be 
treated and used as land filler or 
as a building material. ‘The 
Japanese are particularly in- 
terested in this research,” Dr. 
Tarrer pointed out, “because 
practically their entire power in- 
dustry operates on coal cleaned 
after it is burned. They have 
several large lagoons where the 
waste sludge is stored, which 
ties up large amounts of land 
and water. There is also the 
potential hazard of sludge 
floods should one of the lagoon’s 
dams break. It is hoped that the 
Japanese will meet with some 
success when they institute an 
experimental plant which 
operates on coal which has been 
cleaned prior to burning. Of 
course you have to be fair about 
both processes. They both are 
going to cause a certain amount 
of pollution even in cleaning the 
pollutants from the coal.” 


Feed from Sawdust 


Apart from his work with 
coal, Dr. Tarrer has a kind of 
“pet” project he and Y.Y. Lee of 
the Chemical Engineering 
Department and Brady 
Anthony of Auburn’s Animal

and Dairy Science Department 
are working on. The project in- 
volves producing a suitable feed 
from sawdust. The project came 
about because of two reasons 
Dr. Tarrer said. “One, the 
lumber companies are no longer 
able to burn sawdust in open- 
field burners and two, fertilizer, 
which grows animal feed, is 
produced from ammonia, which 
comes from natural gas, which 
has skyrocketed in price 
because of the energy shortage.” 

Starting in January, Dr. 
Tarrer and his associates hope 
to begin experiments with the 
sawdust feed using several 
lambs as test subjects. The feed 
is produced by chemically 
processing the sawdust and 
mixing it with other fiberous 
digestable feeds. ‘The sawdust 
mixture,” contends Dr. Tarrer, 
“has about a 60 to 70 percent 
digestibility while hay has only 
a 55 percent rate of digestibili- 
ty.” Work on the sawdust feed 
has been ongoing for about two 
years. According to Dr. 
Tarrer,“Buchanan Lumber Co. 
of Alabama, which has five 
locations in the state, has been 
instrumental in supporting the 
project along with Southern Ser- 
vices Inc., which also supports 
the coal cleaning processes 
because of their affiliation with 
the South’s utilities.”

began selling firewood. They ex- 
panded into the more 
prosperous pulp wood trade and 
included David and another 
friend in their enterprise.

“We 
weren’t making enough money 
to live on, but we thought we 
were then.” 

David enjoys working 
because it keeps him from 
wasting time, and he likes the 
money. While working David 
sets up a budget. “I figure how 
much I need to save and how 
much I can spend. I don’t believe 
in starving, but I’ve learned 
ways to eat cheap.” David, who 
claims he’s a good cook, also ad- 
mits to eating out of cans. 

In his building science classes 
David learns to construct the 
designs which architects plan, 
but he has his own idea for a 
house he would like to build one 
day. “Houses should be round 
because there is more area in a 
circle,” he said. “Given a cons- 
tant perimeter the area of a cir- 
cle is greater than a square or 
rectangle. This can be observed 
by forming different shapes and 
areas with a piece of string.”

Auburn led 93 to 69 with just

Mitchell, a 6-8 junior from 
Atlanta, scored 23 points and 
grabbed 20 rebounds. Pepto 
Bolden, a senior, has regained a 
starting slot and apparently his 
old form which led the SEC in 
rebounds when he was a 
freshman. Pepto has_ been 
hampered by injuries in the 
past. Auburn’s starting line-up 
will also consist of All- 
American candidate Eddie 
Johnson at’ guard, Stan 
Pietkiewicz at the other guard 
position, and center Cedrick 
Hordges.

LOSE OPENER: Abed s 
women’s basketball team open- 
ed their regular season 
November 22 on a losing note 
against state champion 
Talladega. Auburn led at the 
half 32 to 31, but Talladega’s 
height and presses proved too 
much for the Tigers as they lost 
83 to 61. Marianne Merritt led 
Auburn scorers with 20 points 
followed by Cynthia Lee with 15 
points. 

RIFLE TEAM UN- 
DEFEATED: As _ the 
Alumnews goes to press, 
Auburn’s rifle team raised their 
season record to 4 and 0 with vic- 
tories over Tuskegee Institute 
and Judson College.

Football: A Heartbreaker

Disappointing, disastrous, and down-right heartbreaking 
has been the typical vocabulary used by various sport 
writers and Auburn supporters in general in describing the 


Tigers’ 1976 football campaign. 
However, it should of been ex- 
pected because it takes time to 
rebuild a championship caliber 
team, the kind Auburnites were 
used to in the Jordan era. Time 
is presently on the side of 
Auburn and her new head coach 
Doug Barfield. Time to recruit, 
time to heal wounded warriors, 
and time to correct mistakes in 
game strategy. 

Coming off two impressive 
wins over Tennessee and Ole 
Miss, the Tigers headed into 
Memphis, Tenn., the night of 
Oct. 9 and came away on the 
short end of a 28 to 27 score. 
William Andrews, who has been 
plagued with injuries since com- 
ing to Auburn asa two-time prep 
All-American, was Auburn’s 
offensive leader with 143 yards 
on 20 carries. The fleet 
sophomore scored one 
touchdown and caught two 
passes for 24 yards. It was the 
second year Auburn was upset 
by the Tigers of Memphis State 
and the only real consolation is 
Auburn won’t haveto play them 
next year. North Carolina State 
fills the void left by Memphis 
State. The October 8, 1977, bat- 
tle against the Tar Heels will be 
played on the Plains. 

Georgia Tech visited the 
Plains the following week and 
snapped a seven-game losing 
streak against Auburn with a 28 


‘to 10 pounding. Joe Cribbs, a 


freshman from Sulligent, saw 
his first varsity action for the 
Tigers due mainly to a host of in- 
juries to Auburn running backs. 
Joe ran four kickoffs back for 93 
yards and returned two punts 
for 34 yards. Auburn’s third 
largest crowd ever, 63,876, 
watched in amazement as 
Auburn lost a 10 to 7 lead in the 
fourth quarter due to fumbles. 
“Georgia Tech outplayed us, 
out-coached us, and out-hustled 
us. So they beat us pretty con- 
vincingly. That’s pretty evi- 
dent,” a disappointed Coach 
Barfield said afterwards. 


Homecoming Win 


The Florida State Seminoles 
Came calling for Auburn’s 
homecoming and for awhile it 
looked like they might do what 
Georgia Tech had done the 
Previous week. FSU took the 
opening kickoff and marched 80 
yards to a score with only four 
Minutes gone in the first 
quarter. Auburn wasn’t about to 
play dead as Phil Gargis spark- 
ed the Tigers with four 
touchdowns leading to an 
Auburn 31 to 19 victory. The 
Senior quarterback rushed for 
129 yards, completed six of 13 
passes for 54 yards, and had the 
third longest run from scrim- 
mage in Auburn history with an 
82-yard gallop to paydirt. The 
victory gave Coach Barfield his 
first homecoming win and broke 
&@ six game losing streak in 
Jordan-Hare Stadium. For the 
ten game series with FSU, 
Auburn has now won nine and 
one tie, a 14-14 contest in 1962. 

Leaving the confines of 
Jordan-Hare Stadium behind, 
Auburn visited the then league 
leading -Florida Gators in

Gainesville. Florida tightened 
their grip on the conference lead 
with a 24 to 19 victory which 
saw the Gators score three 
touchdowns in just six plays. 
Auburn drew first blood in the 
second quarter on a 49-yard 
scamper by Phil Gargis. But 
Neil O’Donoghue’s string of 16 
extra points in a row was broken 
by a swirling wind which 
floated the ball to the right of the 
goal. Florida quickly pulled into 
the lead to stay with a field goal 
and a 44-yard pass from Jimmy 
Fisher to Wes Chandler. Florida 
also scored on passes of 63 and 
64 yards to keep the scrapping 
Tigers at bay. Auburn left all- 
time leading rusher Sedrick 
McIntyre at home nursing a 
pulled hamstring and William 
Andrews was recuperating from 
shoulder surgery in his 
hometown of Thomasville, Ga. 
Auburn ended the game with 
just two healthy running backs 
in Foster Christy, a freshman 
converted from quarterback to 
running back, and Bob Flem- 
ing, who was red-shirted last 
year. 


Second Trip to 
Jackson a Loser 


Returning to the same 
stadium November 6 which saw 
Auburn thrash Ole Miss 10 to 0 
Oct. 6, Auburn assured itself ofa 
losing season for the second 
year in a row, something that 
hasn’t happened in 27 years, by 
losing to the Mississippi State 
Bulldogs 28 to 19. State jumped 
on the Tigers for 21 points quick- 
ly and led 21 to 6 mid-way the 
third quarter with Auburn’s 
only scores coming on two Neil 
O’Donoghue field goals. Phil 
Gargis sprinted 24 yards to close 
the gap to 21 to 13 and it looked 
as if Auburn was on the verge of 
a comeback until a fumble on 
the State 17 yard line ended any 
such hopes. The Bulldogs scored 
four plays later assuring 
themselves the win. 

Georgia earned a berth in the 
Sugar Bowl with their 28 to 0 
win over Auburn November 13 
in Auburn. They also became 
SEC champion as the Florida 
Gators lost to Kentucky. Kevin 
McLee broke his own single 
game rushing record against 
the Tigers with 203 yards. 
Georgia gained 470 yards 
rushing and Auburn’s leading

with 64 yards. When asked if he 
noted a turning point in the 
game, Coach Barfield said, “It 
might have been the opening 
kickoff.” 


Alabama: Rock Bottom 
in a Bad Season 


A culmination of every bad 
thing that has happened to the 
Tigers this season happened to 
them when they took on cross- 
state rival Alabama on 
November 27. Alabama 
fumbled the ball away four 
times in the first half and 
Auburn was unable to put a 
single point on the board as the 
half came to a close with 
Alabama on top 14 to 0. 
Alabama took the opening 
kickoff and drove to the Auburn 
endzone raising the deficit to 21 


to 0. Alabama went on to lead 38 
to 0 before junior quarterback 
John Crane marched the Tigers 
45 yards to the Alabama one 
where freshman Foster Christy 
dove over for the score. Phil Gar- 
gis was limited to 22 yards 
rushing on 10 carries and five 
pass completions on 18 attempts 
for 45 yards. Freshman Joe
